Trade  Surplus  Falls  -  The  April  1994 
U.S.  agricultural  trade  surplus  decreas¬ 
ed  18  percent  below  March  to  $1 .2 
billion,  18  percent  lower  than  April  1993. 
The  cumulative  fiscal  year-to-date  sur¬ 
plus  was  $1 1  billion. 

Exports  Decline  -  Agricultural  exports 
fell  12  percent  from  March  and  were 
slightly  behind  April  1993.  Grain  and 
soybean  shipments  fell  sharply  in  April. 
Fruit,  nut,  and  vegetable  export  values 
also  declined.  Beef  and  poultry  exports 
were  steady.  Soybean  meal  shipments 
fell  169,000  tons  and  value  dropped  39 
percent.  Grain  sorghum  fell  28  percent 
to  484,000  tons.  Tobacco  shipments 
rose  slightly. 

Total  agricultural  exports  for  October 
1 993- April  1 994  were  $26.4  billion, 
slightly  behind  fiscal  year  (FY)  1993. 

FY  1994  poultry  meat  exports  were  36 
percent  over  FY  1993  and  most  horticul¬ 
tural  categories  were  also  ahead.  Grain 
sorghum  sales  were  down  22  percent  to 
$391  million.  Tobacco  exports  decreas¬ 
ed  20  percent  to  $841  million. 

Wheat  exports  fell  to  1 .9  million  tons, 
692,000  tons  below  March.  Egypt 
imported  269,000  tons,  while  Japan 
purchased  244,000  tons,  three  times  its 
March  level.  The  Philippines  bought 
220,000  tons.  Cumulative  FY  1994 
wheat  shipments  of  19  million  tons  were 
15  percent  below  last  year’s. 

Com  tonnage  fell  22  percent  in  April  to 
2.2  million  tons.  Japan  bought  almost 
half  the  volume  shipped,  1  million  tons, 
down  slightly  from  March.  Taiwan 
maintained  its  place  as  the  second 
largest  buyer  with  243,000  tons. 

Mexico,  Portugal,  and  Spain  each 
bought  over  100,000  tons.  Fiscal 
year-to-date  sales  totaled  20.9  million 
tons,  24  percent  below  last  year. 

Soybean  exports  fell  once  again,  to 
946,000  tons.  Japan  took  250,000  tons, 
Mexico  224,000  tons,  the  Netherlands 
74,000  tons,  and  Taiwan  71 ,000  tons. 
Japan’s  FY  1 994  purchases  totaled  2.5 
million  tons  through  April,  down  330,000 
tons  from  last  year.  Total  U.S.  soybean 
shipments  through  April  were  12.2 
million  tons  compared  with  15.7  million 
tons  this  time  last  year. 


Cotton  shipments  rose  slightly  to 
166,000  tons  for  April.  China  imported 
37,000  tons  from  the  United  States  and 
Japan  21,000  tons.  Korea  and  Indo¬ 
nesia  bought  17,000  and  15,000  tons, 
respectively.  Total  FY  1994  cotton  ship¬ 
ments  of  888,000  tons  were  18  percent 
ahead  of  the  same  period  last  year. 

Imports  Slide  -  Imports  fell  $203  million 
to  $2.2  billion,  driven  down  by  sharp 
declines  in  coffee  and  rubber  values  of 
19  and  20  percent,  respectively.  Cocoa 
value  gained  slightly,  while  spices  were 
up  1 0  percent  to  $28  million.  Tea  fell 
slightly  to  $1 4  million  for  the  month. 
Competitive  imports  were  unchanged. 
Grains  and  feeds  rose  3  percent,  but 
year-to-date  value  was  still  46  percent 
above  last  year  due  to  shipments  from 
Canada.  Fresh  and  frozen  fruit  import 
value  rose  8  percent  for  April.  Nut 
imports  fell  9  percent  to  $34  million,  and 
fresh  and  frozen  vegetables  dropped 
$68  million  to  $122  million.  Year-to-date 
imports  of  fruits  and  vegetables  were 
ahead  of  last  fiscal  year,  but  nuts  were 
behind.  Orange  juice  import  value  for 
FY  1 994  was  up  89  percent  over  FY 
1993.  FY  1994  wine  volume  was  up  10 
percent  due  to  shipments  from  Italy. 
Total  U.S.  agricultural  imports  for 
October  1993-April  1994  were  $15.4 
billion,  6  percent  over  last  year.  (Tom

Vegetable  Exports  to  Japan  Surge  - 

The  value  of  fiscal  year-to-date  vege¬ 
table  shipments  to  Japan  reached  $340 
million,  35  percent  ahead  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  Fresh  vegetables  caused 
the  increase;  they  gained  66  percent  in 
value  as  volume  jumped  from  40,000 
tons  to  83,000  tons.  Broccoli  and  cauli¬ 
flower  shipments  accounted  for  most  of 
the  increase.  Virtually  all  of  second- 
quarter  FY  1994  broccoli  and  cauli¬ 
flower  shipments  were  to  Japan.  The 
rise  in  frozen  vegetable  volume  was 
less  dramatic,  up  1 1  percent  to  124,000 
tons,  mostly  due  to  sweet  corn  and 
potato  shipments.  The  United  States 
exported  2  million  tons  of  fresh  and 
frozen  vegetables  to  all  destinations  in 
FY  1993.
